I am by degrees getting a certain confidence in myself, and beginning 
to find my right place in the World ... My attitude henceforth is that 
of the Artist, pure and simple. 

To night I finish “Isabel Clarendon” I have done my utmost to make 
the story as realistic as possible... if I had not promised it to Chapman.

N.B.—The second volume of Lyrical Ballads was first published in 
1800: the first volume was reprinted from the 1798 edition, with 
the alterations and additions contained in Nos. 1-4 below. 


When this edition was printed by Biggs at Bristol, for 
Messrs. Longman & Rees, the poets were living in the Lake 
District : consequently, the manuscript is in the form of sixteen 
letters addressed to the printers. 


Mr. Hale White describes these in chronological order : but it 
seems simpler to take them as they are at present arranged, this 
being also, in the main, the order in which they were printed in 
1800: however we give also Hale White’s number in brackets.

*.* All these poems were included in vol. I: the text of ‘“ Love” is 
present because it was not printed in Lyrical Ballads, 1798, but 
appeared for the first time in The Morning Post, Dec. 21, 1799. 
The corrections to ‘ The Ancient Mariner”? occupy more than 
14 pp. and include one entirely new stanza, the new form of the 
Argument, several re-written stanzas, and many changes in 

- phraseology or punctuation showing with what care Coleridge 
revised the poem. 
At the close of the letter Coleridge writes:

Poor Susan; Inscription for the spot where the Hermitage stood on 
St. Herbert's Island, Derwentwater ; Inscription for the House on 
an Island at Grasmere ; Lines written with a slate pencil upon a 
stone, the first lines crossed through, with a note by Wordsworth 
that the poem was not to be printed where it stands in the MS.

referred to in No. 1 above. ‘lhe poems of which the text is sent 
are There is an Hminence—of these our hills, A narrow girdle of 
rough stones and crags, and To M. H. (Mary Hutchinson), who 
was staying at Grasmere at this time and possibly copied out the 
lines addressed to her.

One of the most interesting of that series. It is nothing less than 
Michael down to the line “He was his comfort and his daily hope” 
copied by Coleridge, but corrected by Wordsworth. ‘The punctuation is 
not Davy’s but Coleridge’s, in some cases the corrections are Coleridge’s. 
For instance his pen has altered the line 

“He at such admonition of his flock” 
into 
“The Shepherd, at such warning of his flock” 
as we now have it. Occasionally he has left blank spaces in which there 
are traces of pencil marks, Wordsworth subsequently filling up the 
spaces in ink. Thus, after the wonderful passage: 
“... He had been alone 
Amid the heart of many thousand mists 
That came to him and left him on the heights,” 
there is a space of nearly an inch left in which something has been 
written in pencil and erased, Wordsworth inserting in ink the single line: 
“ So liv’d he till his eightieth year was pass’d.” 
Many of the capitals Coleridge used are struck out. 

The MS. gives the explanation of the extraordinary omission by the 
printer of fifteen lines following the line: 

“Receiving from his father hire of praise.” 


These fifteen lines are on a page by themselves and have evidently 
been overlooked.

PROBABLY THE MOST INTERESTING COPY OF THE BOOK IN 
EXISTENCE. The manuscript material is almost entirely in the 
handwriting of Dorothy Wordsworth, according to Hale White, 
though here and there are passages which seem to be in Cole- 
ridge’s hand. ‘There are several additions to the Preface, though 
there is no MS. of one long passage inserted in 1802, nor does 
the “‘copy” contain the revision of ‘‘Ruth”; on the other hand, 
there are manuscripts of the beautiful lines “JZ travelled among 
unknown men,” of “ Louisa” and directions to the printer for 
their insertion, though they were not in fact printed till 1807 
when some lines were altered. There are also two cancelled 
passages in the Appendix, never printed except by Hale White, 
one quoting a contemporary sonnet as an example of misdiction.

This most interesting manuscript appears to be complete, except 
for the sonnet “ Lady, the songs of spring” (vol. I, p. 121), and 
contains poems not printed till 1815 and two at least (‘‘The 
Tinker” and “On seeing some Tourists,” etc.) only printed by 
Hale White. The MS. also contains the earlier version of the 
first four stanzas of The Ode to Duty as printed by Mr. T. J. 
Wise in his Bibliography of Wordsworth, pp. 69-71, from the 
unique cancelled leaves in his copy of the book, and the earlier 
version—slightly varied—of the opening stanza of “ Rob Roy’s 
Grave.” But there are many other departures from the printed 
text, too numerous to mention.
